A Tribune reporter called yesterday upon the 
Rev. Samuel B, Halliday, at his residence, No. 69 
Hicks street, and asked him whetber it was true, 
as published, that Francis D. Moulton and The- 
odore Tilton had explicitly denied to him the 
truth of the Woodhull scandal, and other stories 
of a like character concerning the Kev.

They have declared their willingness, however, 
to hear the testimony of Mr. Mouiton, or apy 
other witness who has any material evidence 
bearing on the scandal to offer.

A New York journal devoted to the interests 
of the Catholic Church has published what pur- 
ports to be correspondence between Admiral Polo, 
late Spanish Minister to the United States, and 
his Home Government, in respect to a very deli- 
cate negotiation with Germany. The substance 
of it is that Germany had agreed to aid Spain 
as against the Carlists in consideration of a lien 
upon the Island of Porto Rico, and Admiral Polo 
was requested to ascertain the views of the United 
States on the proposed transfer of proprietorship 
in the island. The Admural is said to have re- 
fused his good offices, and to have resigned 
forthwith. The whole story needs authentica- 
tion,—needs it so much that speculation on the 
facts alleged would beidle. The United States 
would doubtless be very unwilling to allow the 
cession of avy American soil by a weak despot 
to astrong one, If the question should ever 
come up for serious consideration, the potency 
of the German vote might be demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of the curious. 


The new Cgustitution recently drafted by the 
Convention called for that purpose in Ohio was 
submitted to a vote of the people yesterday. 
All the returns thus far received indicate that it 
was rejected by » small majority. Besides the 
main instrument, three propositions were sub- 
mitted to be voted on separately, the object of 
this plan being, of course, to allow an opportu- 
nity of rejecting them without endangering the 
whole work of the Convention. These three 
propositions related to minority representation, 
the granting of railroad-aid bonds by local gov- 
ernments, and the licensing of the liquor-trafiic. 
It is a condition to the approval of the 
separate propositions that the Constitution shall 
be adopted. To vote for any one of them, there- 
fore, and against the Constitution, is self-stulti- 
lication ; yet it appears that this was exactly the 
course that recommended itself to the intelligent 
freemen of the back counties. So the license 
proposition is carried by a very big majority, and 
the Constitution is probably defeated. The fate 
of the Constitution will be generally regretted 
by thoughtful men in Ohio. The one se- 
rides objection to it appears tw be 
that the Convention was composed mainly 
of lawyers, and for this reason attached 
undue importance to the Judiciary article 
and to the parts of other sections which related 
to practice in the courts. The work of the Con- 
vention in this respect was exceedingly well done, 
and the final failure of it ali before the people is 
due more to a want of vulgar appeal to preju- 
dices than to any absence of conscieatious mo- 
tives. The Convention held two very long 
sessions. [efore its labors were finished the 
peopie began to suspect that so much coyld not 
be done without a good deal of mischief, and 
the resnlt has been the rejection of it all on 
general principles. Itis doubtful if the people 
will not now be satisfied with amendmeats of 
the pid Constitution. 
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TILTON AND BEECHER. 

These two men, who haye been known to the 
intellectual world fora long time, have, during 
the last three months, been thrown into counter- 
poise, and in that position have been exhibited to 
the world in almost every conceivable attitude. 

Mr. Beecher preceded Mr. Tilton by a coore of 
years. When Tilton was born,, Beecher was 
leaving college; when Tilton was married in 
1855. Beecher had attained celebrity as a writer, 
preacher, theologian, and editor. Mr. Tilton had 
by this time won distinetion as a man of letters 
and as a journalist ; but so wide was the differ- 
ence in age that, when Theodore and Elizabeth 
were united in marriage, the officiating minister 
was justified in addressing them as bis children, 
who had grown up under his eye and undur his 


Mr, Beecher was precocious. As a scholar and 
® preacher he soon won distinction. Whea he | 
went to Brooklyn, Theodore Tilton was a boy, 
but he exhibited a degree of precocity that was 
equal to that of his more advanced friend. 
Beecher was celebrated no less as an editor thaa 
as @ preacher; and the maturing youth in tis 


Office was fast attaining an equal excelleace, 
evn though unknown. In time the boy became 
his was the active mind that sent | 
forth, week after weck, the stirring appeals 
which roused the long dormant anti-slavery 
sentiment of the nation. The great editor was 
pushed on by his untiring and as yet unknown 
assistant, until both editor and paper had taken 
the front rank in the great religious crusade 
against Slavery, and had a fame as widespread 
as the English tongue. Tilton, as an assistant, 


had won a reputation for Beecher and the Inde- 
pendent, both of whom he had forced far in ad- 
vance of anything they had anticipated. In time, 
Beecher, full of editorial honors, surrendered 
the paper, and the real editor, who had earned 
for it its reputation, was admitted to the honors 
as well as the emolumerts of his iabor. -Thence- 
forth there was a rivalry between the two men, 
—anknown perhaps to either, but nevertheless 
a rivalry that‘was to know no ending, and which 
has gone on until one now “sits on the ragged 
edge of remorse and despair,” and the other 
stands before his once-admiring countrymen the 
pitiable and ruined victim of domestic sorrow 
and desolation. 

The Independent got along without the name 
of Mr. Beecher, and, for the first time, perhaps, 
there crept into Mr, Beecher’s mind the thought 
that this man Tilton had shown the world that a 
Beecher was not essential to all the purposes of 
creation. On the other hand, Tilton was up among 
the stars. He was young, and bad already won 
® most enviable reputation. He was recognized 
everywhere throughout the land as among the 
foremost of the men of letters; he was in the 
receipt of a large salary; he was sought after by 
all classes of society, and gifted with a mind 
that lost nove of its freshness and vigor because

Theodore Tilton had married a wife who had, | 
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as a member of Plymogth Church, worshiped 


her God snd her paster at the same time. Mr. 
established wife and children in » home that 
has been pictured as a very bower of love, 
poetry, song, peace, and happiness. Into this 
bome had been born children, between whom 
and their mother the poet father divided his 
bopes, ambitions, and delights. To pay for this 
home, he devoted four months of labor every 
year lecturirg. For four years he left home, 
wife, children, and all, to‘ go the weary round, 
to gather dollars to make that home a free one. 
Upon bis return from one of these midwinter 
travels, the wife was troubled; in time she re- 
vealed that, long before, her devotion to her 
pastor and his importunity had resulted in their 
joint sin; end, having revealed this, first ob- 
taining @ promise that no violence should be 
visited upon her deceiver, shé left the honze, 
subject to her husband's recall. Trying to close 
bis eyes to the blight that had fallen upoa all he 
beld dear in life, this man denied Aer guilt, 
called her back, and tried to make the old home 
what it once had been. 

While this struggle was going on; while this 
map’s heart was bleeding; while he was endeay- 
oring by hard labor to edit'two papers that he 
might be better able to provide for his flock, 
Mr. Beecher was advising that wife to leave him, 
and was laboring to have him dismissed from his 
employment and left without the means of sup- 
port. When Tilton was informed by his em- 
ployer that Beecher had denounced him for im- 
morality, he wrote that note telling Beecher to 
leave Plymouth Church, This was the deciara- 
tion of war. That night Beecher felt that he 
had the power of a giant, and proceeded to use 
it. That night he persuaded Bowen to dismiss 
Tilton from all his employment. The triumph 
was ashort one. Within twenty-four hours of 
Tilton’s dismissal, Beecher was himself on his 
knees, dictating meseages of apology and 
kindness, prayers.for mercy and forgiveness, to 
the man whom, two nights before, he had de- 
nounced to Lowen as a deranged madman given 
over to free-loveism. 

From that first day of January, 1871, to the 
present time, Theodore Tilton has struggled 
with all manner of vicissitude ; has been reduced 
to pecuniary want and suffering ; has permitted 
himself to be treated like a dog by Beecher, by 
Bowen, by the Woodhalls, by every man end 
woman, by every Bohemian stipendiary of Piym- 
outh Church and its followers; and all this 
humiliation to save the name of the mother of 
his little girls. How has he been requited? The 
woman who confessed she loved her pastor in 
1868 so intensely as to betray ber husband, even 
while frantically protesting that buman language 
was too poor to express her affection,—this wom- 
an, in 1874, when that hus’cand was forced to a 
deaih-struggle with his enemy, again betrayed 
him, and, under the shelter of the man she had 
proclaimed to be ber @educer, denounced her 
husband as a liar ard a forger. : 

This is the record of these twomen. They 
are both objects of, pity. They are both wrecked. 
Neither can again till the measure of creditable 
distinction he bas filled in the past. Beecher 
has crushed Tilton, but in his fall Tilton has 
unveiled a defcemity in Beecher which Beecher’s 
statement, evem if true, does not disguise. 

A theory has been advanced by Mr. Beecher 
and his friends that it was Tilton’s envy which 
led him to destroy his own home in order 
to drag Beecher down. This is revolting and 
inconceivable. But has not Beecher confessed 
that be was inst);umental in depriving Tilton of 
his means of ‘support, after Tilton’s wife had 
confessed that’ she had been seduced by Beecher ? 
Také them aa they stand before the world to- 
day,—Tilton jhaving suffered four years of un- 
speakabie agany to spare his wife’s reputation, 
and Beécher tiaving striven during that time to 
drive Tilton to want,—and who can hesitate 
where to pla ce the laurel; who can doubt where 
the triumph is as between the two; who can 
question wh ich is the nobler, Beecher or Tilton ? 
The relation s we nave traced all remain the 
same whetly sr Mr. Beecher was Mrs. Tilton’s se- 
ducer or not ; for Tilton believed him to be, on 
his wife’s ci mfession, and Beecher knew that he 
was charge 1 with it. 


MORE TAXES. 

The famaas “Town Boards” of North Chi- 
cago, Soutt: Chicago, and West Chicago have 
begun again. They have held meetings, and 
have disco’ ered that these “‘ towns” are largely 
in debt. ‘These debts consist of towa orders, 
issued by the Town Boards for extra salaries 
voted to tlhe several town officers. Thus, last 
year $10,000 were voted to the Collector of 
South Chicago, who holds the town orders for 
that sum yet. So of all the: other towns and 
officers; orders have been ‘issued, but there uw 
no money to pay them. Thr: result is pow an 
aggregate umount of outs anding town orders, 
reaching, with this year’s ¢) :traordinary salaries, 
to probably $150,000. It is now proposed to 
levy a tax to pay these de bts. If we mistake 
not, the town meetings held last April voted 
large sume of money to be raised by taxation. 
The law on this - gabject, however, has 
abolished the town meting as a tax-levy- 
ing concern. The township law provides, 
section third, what town meetings may do, and in 
the things specifiedare the following: (8) To 
direct taxation forraisin g money for town roads ; 
to defend the town in lawsuits; for building 
and repairing bridges. (5) To exterminate Can- 
da thisties. (6) For ‘planting trees. (7) To 
regulate fences. (8) ‘Totake up stray cattle. 
(9) To maintain } soun/ is. (10) To provide Pound- 
masters. (11) To imy ound stray animals. (12) 
To construct wells. (13) Regulate the deposit 
of night-soil. Spc. 4 of the act, however, de 
clares that, in al)( tow ns which lie within incor- 
porated cities, tlie to wn meetings shall not ex- 
ercise any of the powers designated in either 
of the paragrap hs ab ove enumerated, and adds ; 


But all moneys necea sary to be raised in such towns 
for town expens ss, shal | be ascertained by the County 
Board, and the ‘ Sounty Clerk shall extend the amount 
so ascertained upon the Collector’s books of such 
town. 


The Town Board, therefore, has no power to 
order the C: manty Clerk or Town Collector, or 
anybody else, to a@xtend town taxes on any 
book, Th» County [Board alone can give direc- 
tions to e- ‘tend taxea, and the County Board can 
give orders t» extend! taxes to pay only such 
salariss as are fixed ‘by the County Board itself.

In Virgin- 
ia, James H. Platt, Jr., is again put forward, 
This is s choice array of aglary-grebiers to be re- 
nominated by « party of purity and economy, 
that shuddered so with horror at the dreadful 
deed. Fortunately, renomination is not re-elec- 
tion. The Republican party proposes, but the 
people disposes. We could wish that the people 
would dispose of these men who are tainted with 
back-pay so thoroughly that not one of them, 
Republican or Democratic, would ever come to 
the surface of our politics again. 
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THE BEECHER CASE IN 10839. 

It is well, when we imagine that aay of our 
actions bave the slightest importance, to refer 
ourselves to the past and look into the future, 
and to measure the weight of current events by 
these immense standards of time and distance. 
The operation is not a very gratifying one to 
people of large self-importance, as it reduces 
them to infinitesimal atoms ; but it is pev¢rthe- 
leas healthy, and tends to create in one a serene 
and philosophical view of affairs, which is never 
likely to be disturbed by anything fate may have 
in store. There is just now an excellent op- 
portunity fof practicing a little mental 
and moral discipline of thig. sort, which 
all well-reguiated persons will undoubt- 
edly improve. A German astronomer has 
computed that it will be just 8,965 
years before Coggia’s comet will get round this 
way again,—aterm of absence which ought to 
have induced this distinguished visitor to have 
made a longer stay. Prof. Colbert has improved 
upon the Berliner’s computation by showing that 
the date of the peribelion passage 
that is—will be at 55 minutes and 47.8 seconds af- 
ter 2 o’clo.k on the morning of July 9, in the year 
10839. Should it not arrive exactly on time, it is 
cheering to know that the computers will be safely 
out of the reach of any hostile criticism in Tax 
CuicaGo Tripune of that date, while they have 
the still further advantage that po one on the 
globe at present will be up that morning to see 
if they are right. There is a great deal of safe- 
ty in the computation. 

The one prominent event of the world just 
now is the Beecher scandal, It is the topic of 
conversation on every railroad train and steam- 
boat, in eyery hotel and boarding-echool, and at 
every fireside. Old men and women, and 
children in short clothes, peanut-peddiers and 
millionaires, plug-uglies and motNéfS" 1 Israel, 
are discussing this question, with all that it im- 
plies. Dying women frantivally beg their physi- 
cians to keep them up long enough to get 
Moulton’s second statement. Ministers preach 
about it. Beecher hate with ragged edges will 
be the fall style. Society isin s wild whirl, and 
cannot eat or sleep until this matter is settled. 
Meanwhile gossip hasa carte blanche, and tea- 
pots never heard such stories before. Now, 
when the head-light of Coggia’s comet comes 
blazing down the northern sky again, 
over Lincoln Park, on the morning of 
July 9, 10839, at the rate of 188.4 miles 
a minute, not to mention the logarithms of ec- 
centricity and distance, where will the Beecher 
case be? Buried beyond all hope of resurrec- 
tion, and with it thousands of other scandals 
yet to'come. On that morning, the comet will 
not look upon a human being who has ever heard 
of Henry Ward Beecher, of Theodore Tilton or 
Mrs. Tilton, of Henry C. Bowen, of Moulton, or 
of Plymouth Church. All will have been buried 
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out of sigh: for thousands of years. Happy poe 


terity! Not one actor ip the drama which is 
so exciting now will be known then. The 
drama iteelf will aever have been héard of. This 
we can appreciate more fully by referring to the 
past. It was only 3,624 yearsago that Joseph 
had his little episode with Mrs. Potiphar, at 
which time she made her famous proposal 
to him and kept his coat-tails for 
& souvenir. Compared -with the distance 
of. time between the present and the 

of the comet. this episode may be 
called recent, and yet how much do we in reality 
know about it? Yetthe hero of that escapade 
occupied 8 much higher position than Beecher. 
We know nothing of what transpired after the 
flight,—not even whether Mrs. P. offered to take 
needle and thread and rebuild what she had 
shattered. How unsatisfactory is everything 
connected with the relations of the sweet singer 
of Israel to Mre. Uriah, and yet it only happened 
2,889 years ago. Not word can we ascertain of 
David's real feelings in the case. Did he, too, 
hang on the ragged edge of remorse and despair ? 
Did Mrs. Uriah own up to Uriah, abd then con- 
tradict it? Did David make s statement and ac- 
euse Uriah of blackmailing him? Who can teil? 
And yet these events were comparatively recent, 
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heard of them atall. Coming down to 


history, we grope still more blindly in the mists. 


Semiramis, only 2,655 years ago, got into several 
scandals, with all that they imply, and yet who 
knows anything about them? Who can prove 
there ever was such s woman? Beautiful Helen 
of Troy eloped with Paris only 3,374 years ago, 
and yet who would dare to go imto court and 
make affidavit to that effect? How much would 
we give to know whether Paris humbled 
himself before Menelaus as he did be 
fore his Jupiter, and owned uv that 
Menelaus woulda have been # better man in his 
place than he had been? And yet to-day we 
know not whether these parties ever lived at all. 
It was only 1,940 years ago that Maro Antony 
went on his excursion down the Nile with the 
swarthy daughter of Ptoleny, and then abandon- 
ed her to the consolations of the asp. What 
historian has ever given us all the details of that 
remarkable journey with any degree of certain- 
ty? What Egyptian critic can tell ws whether 
Antony had the hypochondria that day, or 
whether Cleopatra assured him her ill-health 
was not due to her sin and its discovery ?. 


In view of these facts, and the difficulty of . 


ascertaining anything whatever that happened a 
thousand or two thousand years ago, aad reflect- 
ing that it will be nearly 9,000 years before 
Coggia’s comet makes its return trip, we should 
learn the lesson of humility, and patience, and 
serenity. We should more than ever consider 
that it does not pay to get excited, or to lose 
sléep and forego meals, merely because Mr. 
Beecher may be' hanging upon a ragged edge. 
When the comet comes again we shail be all 
gone. .Weshall have finished up 6,091 years of 
eternity, and be swiftly rounding the corner of the 
seventh thousand, and shall be older than the 
world is now. On that morning of July 9, 10839, 
some enterprising Dr. Schliemann will be up- 
earthing the remains of a city, about the corner 
of Madison apd Clark streets, and turning out 
oyster-cans, hoop-skirte, and old hats, as tro- 
phies of that mythological past when Chicago 
received Lord Dufferin and Oounty Commis- 
sioners were not like Casar’s wife,,and people 
were losing sleep because Moulton is so slow. 
Does it pay ? 


CO-EDUCATION IN ENGLAND. 

The. recent unsuccessful attempt to prevail 
uponthe University of London to grant degrees 
to the women who attend its classes has cailed 
public attention, here as well as there, to the 
successful trial of the co-education of the sexes 
in that great institution of learning. In the be 
lief that our educators can draw very useful 
lessons from the facts of co-education in En- 
gland, as exemplified in the University of London 
and in Girton College, Cambridge, we submit a 
skeleton sketch of the system pursued in each. 

In 1869, Parliament so modified the University 
charter that its privileges could, in the option 
of the powers that w be conferred upon 
women as weil as men. Ladies’ Educatioo- 
al Association of London, with which most of 
the leading English women, Emily Faithfull, 
Lydia Becker, Millicent Fawcett, etc. are 
identified, at once seized upon this chance. It 
provided rooms, in which Henry Morley, Profes- 
sor of English Literature, and G. C. Foster, 
Professor of Physics, gave lectures te such 
women as chose to attend. The second session 
continued from October, 1869, to April, 1870. 
Courses of twenty-four lectures were given in 
Latin, English, and French literature, experi- 
mental -pbysics, aud geometry. Instruction in 
practical chemistry was also given. All the 
teachers were Professors in the University. The 
feminine classes now meet in the University 
rooms, though not, as s general rule, at the time 
when the male students attend. Lectures are 
given in the evening for women who are busy 
during the day. Literature, history, ahd medicine 
are the favorite studies. The comparatively amall 
classes in mathematics and science are sap 
posed to be due to the superior attractions in 
these branches offered by the South Kensington 
Museum. Abous 800 women, ali told, are en- 
rolled as studentea, There have been no com- 
plaints of discourtesy or of immorality. Both 
facts are perhaps partially explainable by the 
age of the feminine students, who are for the 
most part considerably older than the average 
scholar at Vassar. There has been no charity in 
this attempt at co-education. The feminine 
scholars pay their own way, as the men da. 
Some of them have taken high honors. The 
first prize in political economy has been twice 
awarded to a woman; the first prize ia law 
once. 

Girton Coliege was founded, we believe, in 
1869. An association composed mainly of 
women manages it. A boarding-house was pro- 
vided near Cambridge. Professors in the Unt 
versity delivered lectures. Some aid was given 
to indigent scholars, but in general the instruc- 
tion was not marked with charity. The College 
is now located in permanent buildings of its own. 
Ita graduates are admitted to the regular exam- 
inations of the University, although as yet they 
do not receive degrees. They have acquitted 
themselves with honor. The managers of the 
insjjtution look forward hopefully to the time 
when Girton shail be as thoroughly « part of the 
University as Gains, or Trinity, or Jesus Colleges, 
are now. ; 

Three conclusions may, perbaps, be drawn 
from the facts here cited. First, if women wish 
co-education, they must get it by their own ef- 
forts. In both these cases, associations of wom- 
en have succeeded in providing first-class in- 
straction for other women. Had it not been 
for them, the chances would have been unim- 
proved. The believers in the “ emancipation of 
women” from the narrowing and belittleing 
training now provided for them—and there are 
many thousands of such persons, over and above 
the believers in woman-suffrage—will do well to 
lay this fact to heart. The first thing needful 
in this country is the formation in all our large 
cities of leagues like the Women’s Educational 
Association of Boston. When power has been 
thus organized, it will soon be felt. Seo- 
ond, i is not necessary to provide 
great charitable endowments in or- 
der to induce women to avail 
themselves of opportunities for thorough train- 
ing. They will pay for a good article of instruc- 
tion. Give them board and rooms and tuition 
at reasonable rates, and students will appear. 
Third, the most practicable method of getting 
the good and shunning the evil of eo-education 
seems to be to provide a home for feminine stu- 
dents in a University town, where lectures can 
be given them by the University Professors, and 
where the University collections can be thrown 
open to them. When this has been done, the 
granting of degrees by the University is but s 
question of time. Their College should be one 
of a cluster which together make up tne Univer- 
sity. The absence of any preparatory schoo 
and the enforcement of a rigorous standard of 
admission would keep away silly chistes whose im 
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diseretiohs might ruin the enterprise. The 
scholars éould pursue the same studies as their 
‘brothers did, under the same but 
the class-rooms could be distinct,.as they are 
in the colleges collected into the English Uni- 
yersities. The examinations would be common 
to both sexes. Women and men, who had had 
precisely the same advantages, would then meet 
and strive for the mastery. The just complaint 
that women are deprived of the advantages of 
the great educational endowments of the past 
would thus be obviated. If Vassar College, 
minus its preparatory school, and the newly- 
tounded Sophia Smith College at Northampton, 
Mass., could be transferred to Cambridge and 
New Haven, and could have the labors of their 
present Professors supplemented by those of the 
Professors of Harvard and Yale, the main ad- 
vantages of co-education would be realized at 
once. Those advantages do not consist in the 
supposed refining influence of the sandwiching 
of boys and girls upon the benches of- a lecture- 
room, but in the free use by either sex of the ap- 
pliances of learning with which, the generosity of 
centuries has endowed our great Universities. 
ed 


OUR COUNTY HOSPITAL. 

There are two ways of building s hospital. It 
may be run up five or six stories high, and then 
left to soak in contagion from every patient it 
shelters until it reeks with disease, and kills in- 
stead of cures ; or it may be built like a cluster 
of barracks, at a tithe of the cost, and be renewed 
every few years before any part of it ‘hecomes a 
centre of pestilence. 

In New York City the propriety of tearing 
down one or two massive old hospitals, in order 
to obvigte their contagious iufluence, has been 
scrioualg discussed. The medical profession of 
the city seems to be generally in favor of it, but 
the apparent waste of money fhvolved has so far 
more tham counterbalanced the evident 
waste of life. In Leipsic, the barrack- 
system has been adepted with -the hap- 
piest results. During the Franco-Ger- 
man war 60,000. fremchmen were confined 
near Leipsic. When théy’ were sent home and 
the barracks builé for them were about to be 
torn down, it was suggested by prominent phy- 
aicians that they ahould be changed into a hos- 
peal. This was done. After being properly 
fgmigated and dtherwise cleansed, they were 
opeped.as sick-wards. The patients in the 
hospitals within the city were transferred to 
them. The ratio of mortality among the sick 
has since greatly decreased. 

- The main advantages of the barrack-system 
are, in brief, these: It is by far the cheaper, for 
although more land is needed, the cost of the 
buildings is but a trifle. Twothia brick walls, 
one story high, stretching slong 400 or 500 feet, 
are all that is needed to accommodate s great 
number of patients. It is by far the healthier. 
When one ward has been used as long ac safety 
permite, is cam be knocked to pieces in 
a few days. The wood-work of the floor 
and roof can then be used as fuel The 
bricks, after lying in the opén air for 
some time, can be again builtinto a wail. If it 
is thought advisable, movable pavilion s of iron, 
such as are to be used in the construction of the 

Centennial Exposition building, can be arranged 
as sick-wards. After a certain time they can be 
readily replaced by new paviliona, be thoroughly 
disinfected, and then be used again.

There is ne longer any difference of 
opinion among well-informed medical men on 
this subject. Chicago must have a ‘‘ barrack” 
or “ pavilion” hospital, wheseby we may at once 
save life and money.

ANOTHER BOARD OF TRADE CASE. 

James Baxter is the last man who has found 
fault with the Board of Trade, and yet is seek- 
ing to get back into that most desirable place, 
He filed a petition yesterday in the Superior 
Court asking fora writ of mandamus to com- 
pel the officers of the Board to reinstate him. 
Baxter states that, in 1869, he joined 
the Board of Trade, and apparently kept 
a clean record until S¢éptember, 1872, 
when A. O. Ticknor filed a . complaint 
with the, Board of Trade, alleging that Baxter 
and his partners, doing busiaess as Meyer, Bax- 
ter & Co., had defrauded, or attempted to de- 
fraud, him of a large amount, and asking that 
the firm be.expejled. The case was partly tried 
in September, 1872, when Baxter asked leave to 
be represented by counsel, which was refused. 
At a meeting of the Board of Directors, the 
matter was referred to the whole Board of Trade, 
recommending expulsion. The Board, how- 
ever, hearing that new evidence had been 
adduced, referred the matter back to tho Board 
of Directors, by whom it was heard. Complain- 
ant alleges that he had engaged counsel! to rep- 
resent him; that he himself was sick at the 
time, and that, when the Board again refused to 
allow counsel, he was taken by surprise, and un- 
able to give due care and attention to the matter 
himself. When the Board of Directors were 
nearly through, Baxter offered to introduce a 
large amount of new evidence, which he claimed 
had been accidentally omitted, and also offered 
to contradict statements of Ticknor, and prove 
him unwortby of belief. Al) this the Board re- 
fused to hear, and made a report recommending 
the expulsion of the firm on the ground of 
making false and fictitious entries in their ac- 
count rendered to Ticknor. The Board of Trade, 
at a meeting held Nov. 7, 1872, expelled Baxter, 
the vote being 167 to 93. 

Baxter now claims that the whole proceedings 
were irregular, the usual objections already so 
often made in other cases being again offered ; 
that the Board of Trade could not delegate its 
powers ; that po proper notice was given ; that 
counsel was refused, etc. The objections are 
mainly the same as those allegedinthe J. B. 
Lyons & Co. cases, and need not be again re- 
peated. It is also alleged thatthe affidavits of 
some parties were allowed to be offered in, evi- 
dence, without giving petitioner an oppor- 
tumity to cross-examine the witnesses ; that, 
moreover, the requisite bumber of 
members was not present when the 
question of expulsion was passed on, 
and that some voted without having heard the 
whole of the evidence, and also that the charge 
was made against the firm collectively, and the 
recommendation of the Directors was to expel 
the firm, and not petitioner. Baxter then rca- 
sons that, in order to enabie the Board to expel 
him, 1t was necessary to prove that be person- 
ally, not the members of his firm, bad done an 
immoral act, and, as the books were kept by 
one of his partners and a bookkeeper, as also 
the account given Ticknor was a copy of the 
firm’s books, he therefore could net be person- 
ally charged with any fraud. If, therefore, 
Baxter continues, any ope were guilty of fraud, 
it must haye been Forey, who had charge of the 
books.

suit agaiost bis firm to recover a balance claimed 
to be due for “settlements.”

UNIVERMAL DISFAVOR. 


| Unless public sentiment be disregarded or over- 


slaughed by intrigue and manipulation, it will 
not be successfu! uw a Nationa! Convention. 

Though Gen: Grant's first Administration was 
in some respects unsatisfactory, yet the great’ 
body of the Republican party were willing to 
waive all. this, and concede to him # second term 
and a cordial support. Their sense of gratitude 
was too profound, and of a character too gener- 
ous, to be stifled by personal consideration sbort 
of extraordinary misrule; and, therefore, they 
would not make bim an exception to the second. 
term precedent established in the persons of 
Washington, Jackson, avd Lineoln. But ad- 
vancement to a third term is obnoxions for ob- 
jections superior to ail mere personal considera- 
tions or dictates of gratitade. 

it is not supposed that the Constitution in- 
terpgses any insuperable barrier to the bestow- 
meut of a third more than to the bestowment of 
a second term. In that instrument there is cer- 
taluly no express inhibition ; and the practica) 
interpretation given 40 the. Copatitution by its 
framers in the re-election of Washington, and 
acquicseed ip an and confirmed by the practice 
of the nation for more than half a century, is, if 
anything can be settled by cotemporaneous and 
continued interpretation, decisive against any 
implied inhibition. 

TBE VERY GRAVEST CONSIDERATIONS 
of public policy aud former precedent, independ- 
eut of copstitutional impediments, must be re- 
garded as reasuns against tle establishment of 
the Third-Term principle. 

It is siguoiticant that, of the score of Presi- 
dents hituerto elected, aot one bas stood fora 
third term, although, in point of ability, patriot- 
ism, popular affection, and a laudable ambition 
for place and power, some of them would com- 
pare not unfavorably with modern favorites. 
They regarded the acceptance of a third term as 
a precedent dangerous. tothe best interests and 
future welfare of their country; 
Constitution faved to inhibit, they sought 
to restrain and correct vy their illuastri- 
ous example. So tboroughly sanctified 
bas become the limitation of this great 
precedent, that the Vigilazit jealousy of the peo- 
ple, who bave come to jook upon u &s @h essen- 
tial bulwark against the perpetuation of per- 
sonal power, would regard its yiolation as a 
sacrilege, to be.no more tolerated than the de- 
liberate trampinig upon the Constitution itself. 
The plea that Washington, Jefferson, and Jack- 
son, were solicited to stand for a third term, is 
worthy the motive and purpose that prompt it. 

PABASITES AND FLATTERERS 

of the domiuact regime have existed under 
every Administration, who render to it an bom- 
age commensuraté with their imability to sus- 
tain their own persodal consideration except by 
its continuance. It is, therefore, the least mat- 
ter of surprise, that persons maintained by 
otlicial patronage, and who have grown fat and 
corpulent feasting for years upon the rich spoils 
of the public crib, should be mepired with the 
praise worthy pur, ose of continuing that power 
upon which the maintenance of their owa po- 
sition is dependent. 

Hence, I think, may be traced the recent 
movement to accord to President Grant a third 
term of office. Its has ita sole origin and sup- 
port in the demands of political sycophants aud 
tricksters. 

Bat, baving the. same high regard for the 
judgment of the President as I have for the dis- 
interestedness of bis patyiousm, 1 am yowilling 
to believe him a party to a proposition about 
which even hesitation is a crime. The explosion 
of a ship’s magazine could not more surely work 
its demolition than the nomination of Grant for 
a third term would work the rout aad disintegra- 
tion of that party which adopis bim. The ad- 
vancement of the President to a third term 
would be a precedent, inconsistent ,with the 
Americay system and 

DANGEROUS TO LIBERTY. 

That the President is not restricied to a single 
term, is the ove fatal erroria the Constitucion. 
This is not surprising; for, the system of re- 
eligioility being witheut precedent in the his 
tory of Government, its practical workings could 
not fail to be disastrous. And the experience of 
eighty years has demonstrated c y that the 
principle of Presidential re-eligibility combines 
the means and the motive for corrupting public 
virtue unsurpassed in the history of the nation. 
The disbursement of a hundred. millions of 
money, aud the control of au army of depart- 
mental occupation 60,000 strong, holding 
official place by Executive clemency and 
favor, are the means; and to secure 
RY second, tbird, or perhaps a 
perpetual lease of power, constitutes the motive 
for upscrupulously employing them. From this 
combination of means aod motive, the danger to 
public liberty is most to be apprehended. 
Against them, eternal vigilance and wakeful

Call for a National Convention at 
Lowisyille, Oct. 20, 1874. 

The undersigned, composin g the Executive 
Committee appomted by the National Conyen- 
tiov which assembied at Cincinnati, October, A. 
D. 1870, and acting upon the authority conferred 
upon them for this purpose, hereby call a Con- 
vention, to be com of delegates from ali 
the States and Territories, and from the District 
of Ovlumbia, to assembie at Louisville on the 
20th day of October next, to consider the ques- 
tion of the removal of the National Capital, and 
to take such action thereupon as shall be deemed 
wise and proper. 

This Conveation is to be composed of three 
delegates from each Congressional District, six 
from each State at large, three from each Terri- 
tory, and three from the District of Columbia, 
to be appointed by the Governors of the States 
and. J erritories pectively, and by the Mayor 
of the City of W neton. ; 

if, for any reason, the Governor of any State 
or Territory shali fail or refuse to appoint dele- 
gates, the appointment eball be made by a Con- 
vention cailed for shat purpose. - 

The discussions of the proposed removal, in 
Congress, in the preas, on the. forum, and 
among the people, directed aud stumulated by 
the deliberations and action of the Convention 
which met at St. Louis and Cineiwnati, in the 
years 1869 and 1870, demonstrated the value of 
organized action in its behalf, have caveleuen 
ite strength, bave exposed the weakness of the 
opporition, and jeave po room to doubt that 
speedy success will follow vigorous and faithful 
effort.

Another Talk with the Confessed 
Murderer of Nathan. 
Speciai Dist atch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Bioomineton, Ili,, Aug. 11.—The confessed 
murderer of Natoan to-day has declared that his 
name is not Levy, but Lewis Oberdorfer, and 
has given the following statement, which he as- 
sures your reporter will be his last : 

I was born in Kerighshaber, Bavaria, Sept. 15, 1851, 
and came to this country Aug. 4, 1867, in the steam- 
ship American, fron Bremen. I stayed in New York 
City about two months, then went to Columbus, O., 
where I went to work for Mr Louis Trapp, the man 
I came over with. I stayed there till 
In September, 1868, when I went to 
Illinois to Peoria. There I stayed about one month, when 
lreturned to Columbus and Cincinnati, waere I re- 
ceived a situation with Mr. Lang. In Hudson, Mich., 
I stayed till March, 1869, when I returned to Columbus, 
O., where I worked for Mr..Goodman. I stayed there 
till June, when I went to New York City in search of a 
brother of mine, I worked some for Dr, B. N. Risser, 
482 Broadway, until August, when I went to Burling- 
ton, J., where I worked in «a vinegar 
factory. Rtayed till Jan. 15, 1870, 
when I returneu to Columbus, O., and worked again 
for Mr. Goodman and other parties. I stayed there till 
the 10th of July, when I went to New York City, 
Shortly after my arrival occurred the circumstances 
stated in my confession of yesterday, which I shall up- 
hold to the last minute of my life, excepting as far as 
the money is concer which I said I received, as I 
did not get amy. Shortly after this I applied 
to friends of mine there for help, and 
they assisted me to come to Peoria, they 
not knowing of my connection with the Nathan 
murder, I stayed in Peoria till the fall of 1871, when 
I returned to Columbus, where I got employment 
from C, H. White & Co., rai contractors, for 
whom I worked while they were engaged on the Co- 
lumbus & Springfield Short Line, and for White in the 
summer of 1872, while he was engag d on the Cleve- 
land, Mount Vernon & Delaware Road. In the fall, 
White moved to Henry County, Ohio, where he 
had a contract on the Baltimore, Pittsburg & 
Chicago Railroad. I stayed with him till December, 
when I made a trip through Indiana and Iilinois, re- 
turning to Defiance, O., in February, 1873, where I 
took a contract from Higgins Bros, & Riley, railroad 
contractors, but did not finish it on account of trouble 
with them, and returned to White & Co., and was en- 
gaged by the paymaster and bookkeeper. On the 26th 
of May, 1873, Z. 8. Farren and myself had some 
trouble, when I shot Farren, only wounding him 
slightly. On the 30th of May I had a fight 
with one Acker, in the office. I was arrested 
on that scrape and sent to the Henry County Jail, 
where I remained till Oct, 9. when the Grand Jury of 
that county returned two indictments against me, for 
shooting Farren and for an assault on Acker with in- 
tent to kill. I hada trial on the 25th of November, 
1873, on the second charge,and the jury found me 
guilty. The Prosecuting Attorney entered a nolle 
proseque in the shooting affair. I had to stay in jail 
til February, 1873, when I came to Iilinois, and 
stayed in Peoria several weeks, when I went 
to Delavan, [ll.. and openeda billiard-saloon, About 
the middle of May I had trouble with the Temper- 
ance party there, and left the place, when I went to 
Cheyenne and Denver,and from there through Bowlder 
Valiey back to Denver, and then to Cheyenne, I was 
very hard up after I left Delavan, and my mind was 
troubled also. When in Denver I tried tocommit 
suicide while stopping at the American House, but 
was taken to the hospital, and there restored to 
health, Ireturned to Chicago on the 27th of July, 
and from there came to Bloomington,

The woman, named 
Trinidad Bayestero, had long been living with 
Hypoiito, and was the mother of several of his 
children. To have them legitimatized as far as 
possible, she induced Hypolito to consent to a 
marriage, which he y did. So on Thgrs- 
day evening a large number of his relatives aod 
friends, and those of the woman, assembled at 
the jail. and were admitted to an interview with 
the condemued. The priest soon came. ‘Irini- 

is an ordinary looking woman, with a 5 
months’ old childin her arma, and was dressed 
in a common calico dress, with the never absent 
black shawl thrown about her shoulders.

The marriage conciuded, the parties present 
were told that the hour had come to close the 
jail for the night, and that they must part. 

“The final parting between Tapia and his 
family was ascene, as the guard avers, ‘ that 
would make the heart of a stone quiver.’ After 
frenzied regrets and agonizing farewells, the 
prisoner blessing his children and family, they
